The 
treacherous 
Evejg lades 
of 
Florida have at last been conquered 
by engineering: skill. 
United States 
highway 4*4, a 
new 
hard-surfaced 
roadway across the state from Naples 
to Miami, 135 miles, is completed. Its 
official opening reduces the present 
(Motoring mileage between St. P eters-, 
burg ami Miami, Florida. 
The cities 
of the west coast are automatically 
brought into intimate trade relation-! 
ship with Miami, Key West and Palm 
Beach on the east coast of Florida. 
Locally, the new highway is termed 
the Tamiami' Trail, and completes the 
final southern extension of the famous 
international route southward 
from 
Quebec and Montreal, through Get­ 
tysburg, to the gulf, known as the 
Appalachian 
Scenic 
Highway, 
the 
present terminus of which is St. Pet- i 
ersburg. 
The new road becomes a 1 
part of the 2500 mile north and south J 
international Ash trail which has a1-' 
ready attracted widespread attention 
among tourists as a route of unusual 
acmic and historic interest. 
Along the Tamiami trail there are 
no cities, towns or villages, and few 
locations where it is feasible to build. 
Its route is practically a straight air 
line through the Everglades, which j 
have been cussed and discussed for 


half a century and made the center 
| cf bitter political fights. Cross roads 
are almost unknown in a hundred 
mile stretch, while curves and hills j 
are conspicuous by their absence. 
Northward along the west coast of 
Florida, through Lake City to Atlanta 
and Asheville, through North Caro­ 
lina, Tennessee, Virginia, West Vir­ 
ginia, Maryland, 
Gettysburg, 
Penn­ 
sylvania and New York state, includ­ 
ing Ticonderoga and Ausable Chasm, < 
entering Canada ut Blouse's Point, the 
Appalachian Scenic Highway is truly 
a ribbon of concrete from {the gulf to 
the St. Lawrence.
